Merion Association 
Probes Desirability 
of Two Precincts 



Committee to Investigate Possi- 
bilities of Division of 
Present District 



2200 VOTERS ELIGIBLE 



Whether Morion should be divided 
into two election districts will be in- 
vestigated by a committee of the 
Merion Civic Association. 

At a meeting of the association's 
Board of Directors Monday night, 
Thomas Wood Andrews was appointed 
fhairman and Harold W. Scott, John 
A. Lafore, Jr., George F. Pettinos 
and A. Balfour Brehman members of 
a group to study the desirability of 
two precincts where one now exists. 

It was advanced that Merion is one 
of the largest election districts in 
Lower Merion, with 1400 voters now 
registered and with about 2200 resi- 
dents of voting age. 

Under the new registration law, 
voting has been slowed up and long 
waits to cast ballots are anticipated 
at any time when a large vote may be 
cast. 

Procedure for a change in the elec- 
tion district is for petition by twenty 
registered electors of the district to 
the Court of Quarter Sessions. The 
petition is referred by the court to 
the board of elections which makes 
an investigation and recommendation. 

Authority to make the change, if 
recommended, is vested in the court. 

Proposed division of the Merion dis- 
trict is north and south of the rail- 
road and also Bowman avenue. In 
the latter proposal, it is pointed out 
that the Bowman Avenue School 
could be one polling place while the 
present polls at the Merion War 
Tribute House could be retained for 
the other precinct. 

Brehman, new president of the as- 
sociation, presided at the meeting.
